British newcomers The Libertines, 
recently signed to Rough Trade, are the support band. 
Tickets are £6, except London which is £7. The Vines 
have also been added to the bill for Doves’ NME show 
with The Music at the London Astoria on April 5. 

Speaking exclusively to NME, The Vines’ 
singer/guitarist Craig Nichols said: “It will be the first 
time in Britain for us, so I’m pretty excited.” 

The single has been compared to Nirvana. “I think 
they are a big influence on us,” Craig told NME. “When 
we first started out we used to play a few Nirvana covers.”
